He was experi­ 
menting on samples from Dexter wells 
when he made this remarkable con­ 
tribution to aviation. Prof. Cady was 
interested in Dexter's experience with

ago 
Wells were drilled and a good sup­ 
ply was piped for homes and busi­ 
ness uses and not until then was it 
discovered that the gas would not

The natural gas at Dexter is said 
to contain as high as 2 per cent he­ 
lium. whereas the richest of the Fort 
Worth wells contains only about 1 
per cent.

This estimate is the treasury de­ 
partment s, made duriilg the recent 
gathering of dry agents in Washing­ 
ton. for a conference with Seymour 
Lowman, Secretary Mellon’s new as­ 
sistant, already virtually in charge of 
prohibition enforcement and formally 
; to succeed retiring Assistant Secre- 
! tary Andrews Aug. 1. 
An almost negligible quantity of 
the remaining 99 and a fraction per 
cent Is “pre-war stuff.” 
The rest consists of illegal domes­ 
tic products of various sorts—moon- 
shine, diverted or reclaimed alcohol 
j concoctions and what not. 
The treasury department says so, 
at any rate. 


On a 4 billion-quart basis each man. 
woman and child in the country, in­ 
cluding nursing babies, averaged 33 u* 
quarts of liquor, assuming a popula­ 
tion of 120.000,000, which is a gener­ 
ous allowance for the continental 
United States. 
The Anti-Saloon League disputes 
this and all the other figures quoted 
above, on several grounds. 


The commerce department esti­ 
mates that $40,000,000 worth of for­ 
eign liquor entered the United States 
last year; 
Department officials say they don't 
mean bootleg prices. 
When they speak of “$40,000,000 
worth of foreign liquor,” they refer 


to what it costs at wholesale overseas. 
They don’t know how much this 
is—say $1 a quart, for instance. 
That would be 40 million quarts. 
If 40 million quarts was 1 per cent 
—calling it a full I per cent, to avoid 
an indefinite 
fraction—of 
all 
the 
liquor the United States consumed 
last year, then the total national con­ 
sumption was 4 billion quarts. 


For one thing, the drys say the 
foreign price exceeds $1. 
However, even if the estimated for­ 
eign wholesale rate is revised upword 
the problem isn’t solved. At $2 Amer­ 
ica's per capita would be 16 S quarts; 
at $4—and the average certainly isn't 
above that—it still would be 8’n 
quarts.
